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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Regarding the 35 U.S.C. §112 rejection concerning the words 
'meanings* and concepts.' The Examiner is willing to withdraw the rejection for 'concepts.' A discussion took place of 
what is a 'meaning.' The Examiner set forth the notion if 'concept* is an abstract then 'meanings' would be a subset of 
possible definitions of the concept. Mr. Soderberg was not sure if the specification matched this notion. 

Regarding the 35 U.S.C. §112 rejection using the terms 'strength relationship* and 'probability' Mr. Soderberg pointed 
out in paragraph 0035 and 0036 that percentages are simply that and all possible meanings total 100 percent. 
■Strength relationship' per Mr. Soderberg is simply a possible percent to a given concept and not a 'relationship' 
between meanings. 

Regarding the 35 U.S.C. §112 rejection with the term 'should be resolved' Mr. Soberberg noted the Examiner's 
concern. 

Regarding the 35 U.S.C. §103 rejection, the Examiner noted Mr. Soderberg arguments. .
